No “ rig ht o f asy lum” is g uaranteed to po liti­ 
cal refug ees fro m fo reig n lands by the Co n­ 
stitutio n o r the laws o f the United States. Yet 
the sev eral hundred 
henchmen o f Fulg encio 
Batista who fled to this co untry when his dic­ 
tato rship was o v erthro wn are in no dang er o f 
being returned to Cuba. Mass ex ecutio ns o f anti- 
Castro peo ple during the first fo rtnig ht o f the 
new reg ime make it abundantly clear that the 
liv es o f the refug ees wo uld be in dang er if that 
were do ne. 
Altho ug h no ri ght to asy lum is reco g nized, 
the United States has been g enero us in ex tend­ 
ing the pri vi l ege 
o f asy lum to po litical o ffenders 
who wo uld suffer persecutio n o r death in their 
ho melands. Mo re than a century ag o . in 18 5 3, 
Secretary o f State Marcy rejected the demand o f 
the po werful g o v ernment o f Austria that o ne o f 
the leaders o f the Hung arian rev o lutio n o f 18 4 8 
then in the United States be handed o v er. 
“ To surrender po litical o ffe n d e r s 
” 
Marcy wro te, “ is no t a duty ; but, o n the co n­ 
trary , wo uld be co nsidered a disho no rable sub­ 
serv iency to a fo reig n po wer, and an act merit­ 
ing the repro batio n o f mankind.” This has al­ 
way s been the po sitio n o f the United States, al­ 
tho ug h so me o f the v o luntary ex iles landing o n 
these sho res hav e been mo re welco me than 
o thers. 
The French Rev o lutio n caused the flig ht 
acro ss the Atlantic o f many French aristo crats. 
The Euro pean rev o lutio ns, co unter-rev o lutio ns, 
and purg es o f the last century g av e us such 
citizens as Carl Schurz, Charles Steinmetz. and 
the parents o f Lo uis D. Brandeis. The Nazi per­ 
secutio ns o f the 19 30s made Albert Einstein and 
Tho mas Mann v o luntary ex iles in the United 
States. 
But so me o f the refug ees o f recent y ears, 
particularly fro m Latin America, hav e caused us 
embarrassment. 
They hav e plo tted the o v er­ 
thro w o f reco g nized g o v ernments, shipped arms 
to rev o lutio nary leaders, ev en o rg anized ex pe­ 
ditio nary fo rces o n American territo ry . 
When 
detected, such activ ities hav e led to pro secutio ns, 
fines and jail sentences, but the priv ileg e o f 
asy lum has no t been withdrawn.

The Privilege 
•Of Asylum 


No “right of asylum ” is guaranteed to politi­ 
cal refugees from foreign lands by the Con­ 
stitution or the laws of the United States. Yet 
the several hundred henchmen of Fulgencio 
Batista who fled to this country when his dic­ 
tatorship was overthrown are in no danger of 
being returned to Cuba. Mass executions of anti- 
Castro people during the first fortnight of the 
new regime make it abundantly clear that the 
lives of the refugees would be in danger if that 
were done. 
Although no right to asylum is recognized, 
the United States has been generous in extend­ 
ing the p rivileg e of asylum to political offenders 
who would suffer persecution or death in their 
homelands. More than a century ago, in 1853, 
Secretary of State Marcy rejected the demand of 
the powerful government of Austria that one of 
the leaders of the Hungarian revolution of 1848 
then in the United States be handed over. 
“To surrender political o ffe n d e r s 
H 
Marcy wrote, “is not a duty; but, on the con­ 
trary, would be considered a dishonorable sub­ 
serviency to a foreign power, and an act merit­ 
ing the reprobation of mankind.” This has al­ 
ways been the position of the United States, al­ 
though some of the voluntary exiles landing on 
these shores have been more welcome than 
others. 
The French Revolution caused the flight 
across the Atlantic of many French aristocrats. 
The European revolutions, counter-revolutions, 
and purges of the last century gave us such 
citizens as Carl Schurz. Charles Steinmetz. and 
the parents of Louis D. Brandeis. The Nazi per­ 
secutions of the 1930s made Albert Einstein and 
Thomas Mann voluntary exiles in the United 
States. 
But some of the refugees of recent years, 
particularly from Latin America, have caused us 
embarrassment. 
They have plotted the over­ 
throw of recognized governments, shipped arms 
to revolutionary leaders, even organized expe­ 
ditionary forces on American territory. 
When 
detected, such activities have led to prosecutions, 
fines and jail sentences, but the privilege of 
asylum has not been withdrawn.

lf Joe McCarthy were alive and heading a Senate 
commit I ce, some of the arrangers of these parties 
would be summoned to explain their activities, but 
today, the Russians can play their games and nobody 
looks askance at improprieties, except perhaps John 
Foster Dulles who will have to transfer .some person­ 
alities in the Mate Department from a soft desk in 
Washington to Mongolia or Tibet or some other un­ 
comfortable place. 
In a word, although we have been led to believe

Table 43: and so 
it went. General Dynamics Corporation, which sells 
submarines and airplanes, had a table.

it could also be that some came out of curiosity to

Chief Justice Resigns From U. S. Bar Association 


WASHINGTON - Chief Justle* 
Earl Warren has resigned as a 
member of the American Bar 
Association — but how he did it 
and why is something of a mys­ 
tery. 
He says he wrote a letter 
of resignation in the autumn of 
1957. The association’s secretary 
says no such letter was received. 
Only when a bill for current dues 
was presented to the Chief Jus­ 
tice did the association learn that 
he wanted to resign 
To clarify 
the m atter, the Chief Justice now 
has written a forma! letter of 
resignation, but he does not give 
any reasons. 
Rumors 
have 
been 
current 
here for some time. however, that 
the Chief Justice was withdraw­ 
ing from the American Bar Asso­ 
ciation 
They were heard more 
often just after the Conference 
of State Chief Justices adopted 
last August, by a vote of 36 to 8, 
a report critical of various deci­ 
sions of the Supreme Court of the 
I nited States 
The report was 
submitted by a committee estab­ 
lished by the conference at its 
annual meeting in August 1957 in 
a 
resolution 
“expressing 
con­ 
cern'' over “ recent decisions of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States.” 
It has been w idely reported that 
Chief Justice Warren was not 
only miffed at the 1957 action but 
was particularly disturbed when 
a 
speech 
criticizing 
Supreme 
Court decisions was delivered on 
August 25. 19 >8. by Chief Justice 
John R. Dethmers of Michigan, 
chairm an of the Conference of 
State Chief Justices. 
This was 
at the annual dinner in Honor of 
the judiciary given by the Amer­ 
ican Bar Association's Section of 
Judicial Administration. 
Besides 
Chief Justice Warren. Justices 
Clark and Brennan of the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States 
were present and heard the Mich­ 
igan Chief Justice say: 


“The conference report, so far

from attacking the court, express­ 
es only its concern with certain 
of the decisions. 
It contains no 
applause for suggestions on the 
political front that the court be 
stripped, by congressional action, 
of any of its traditional powers. 
The power of the court to uphold 
and preserve human liberty and 
the rights of the people must not 
he crippled, curbed or destroyed. 
The 
conference 
report 
would 
have none of this. It concludes, 
therefore, in most respectful and 
tem perate term s, and with ex­ 
trem e restraint, to urge upon the 
court, that, particularly in the 
field of determining federal and 
state powers and relationships, it 
exercise that greatest of all judi­ 
cial powers, the power of judicial 
self-restraint, by constant recog­ 
nition and givtng effect to the 
vital difference between what, 


on the one hand, the Constitution 
prescribes or permits and that 
which, on the other, may, from 
time to time. to the majority of 
the court, seem desirable or un­ 
desirable. and by adhering firmly 
to its tremendous, strictly judi­ 
cial powers and eschewing so far 
as possible the exercise of essen­ 
tially legislative powers, content­ 
ing itself with use of the policy­ 
making role, where at all neces­ 
sary. with only the utmost care 
and moderation 
“Such is the general tenor of 
the report, offered in a spirit of 
good will and cooperation in the 
public interest.

The cause of ordinary dan­ 
druff is not known A germ, Pity- 
rusporum ovale, which has been 
isolated from the scalp, is believ­ 
ed by many to produce the flak­ 
ing. These bacilli are not conta­ 
gious and do not reproduce the 
disease when placed upon an­ 
other’s scalp. 
This suggests that 
a predis­ 
position must exist and may ex­ 
plain why dranduff is more com ­ 
mon in 
the malnourished and

The Soviet leader also made a 
strong appeal for better econ 
amic relations between the two 
countries.

said. 
“They all seem to want to in­ 
crease their trade with Russia. 
I try to find out why we can't do 
that. They say it is the cold w ar 
that stops them. I say if the cold 
war stops them, it has to be your 
cold war. We don’t stop them .” 
The Senators, among them the 
Senate's most skilled debaters, 
went away from the luncheon 
feeling they had met their m atch.

We spring them, old and gray

and 
they stand 
blinking in open daylight with 
the words of the authorities ring­ 
ing in their ears: 
"Get a job 
and report to the parole office.” 
You know as well as I. Ed. that 
some of them are less fit for 
freedom alter 20 years than they 
were the day the gate slam m ed 
behind them.
